On January 5, 2020, North Hollywood officers responded to a radio call of a vandalism suspect at 6233 Elmer 
Avenue. The suspect was reported to be possibly under the influence of an unknown substance and was throwing 
rocks at the residence. When the officers arrived, they located the suspect in the front yard and attempted to 
communicate with him. The suspect then climbed a fence into the neighboring yard, which belonged to his parents, 
and entered the residence. Once inside, he began yelling and grabbed his mother with both arms. In an effort to 
detain the suspect, the officers requested a backup and a use of force ensued, involving applications of firm grip 
and bodyweight. 


The suspect was ultimately transported by rescue ambulance to Sherman Oaks Hospital due to his apparent drug 
intoxication, On January 6, 2020, it was determined that his right elbow had been dislocated during the use of 


force and he was subsequently admitted for that injury.
